THE CIVIL SERVICE 
COUNCIL. 


REPLY TO THE MINISTER OF 


FINANCE. 


Mr. H. L. Gresham, Secretary to the Civil 
Service Federation, writes with reference to 
replies given recently by the Irish Free State 
Minister of Finance to questions in the Dail 
on the subject of the setting up of a Civil 
Service Council. 

“The Minister of Finance,” says, 
“admits that the scheme was not spbmitted 
to a joint committee, but evades ref to 
the undertaking given. In view off the ad- 
mission, I need only indicate the fact that, at 
an interview accorded to 12 een of 
this Federation on the th February, 1924, 
the Minister intimated that he would p ; 
to formulate conciliation proposals ; in 
response to an express inquiry, said that he 
would arrange for those proposals to be con- 
sidered by a joint committee of three or four 
representatives of each side, after they had 
been submitted to the Federation. 
“Notwithstanding the above, and a farther 
indication that the proposals would be ayail- 
able in about three weeks from that date, 
the scheme was issued in December last after 
a ‘careful investigation,’ from which 
vice was entirely excl 

“In the second place, the Minister was 
asked specifically whether ‘the scheme was 
launched without consultation with the people 
concerned.’ The reply that ‘the staffs were 
en twice on the subject, and there was a 
good deal of discussion,’ seeks to imply that 


scheme as launched. The occasions refe 

to in this reply are the two interviews which 
took place—one on the 10th December, 1923, 
and the other on the 29th February, 1924— 
when this Federation laid before the Minister 
their views on the essential requisites of an 
adequate Service Council; the suggestion that 
these two interviews were in connection with 
the scheme, as issued, and that the under- 
taking to confer with the staffs has been 
carried out, is unwarrantable.

BEAY'S OFFER TO TENANTS. 


Bray Urban Council recently arrived at an 
agreement to sell 150 municipal dwellings to 
the occupants at prices varying from £180 to 
£60. subject to the sanction of the Local 
Government Board. After a conference it was 
agreed to accept the tenants’ offer of prices 
ranging from £160 to £45. 

At a meeting of the Council last night 
it was intimated that the Roads Department 
had forwarded £2,480 in respect of the £6,000. 
grant from the Government for the pur- 
poses of road improvement. For this scheme 
the Council has raised an additional loan of 
£4,000, making a total of £10,000. The sum 
of £800 remains unspent, and this amount 
will be apenas to tarring roads. There is still 
a sum of £1,700 due on account of the grant, 
which the department will pay when it re- 
ceives the engineer’s final certificate.

MR. PRINGLE’S SEAT. 


Mr. J. A. Pringle, K.C., who sits in 
the Imperial I rliament as one of the 
Unionist members of .Fermanagh and 
Tyrone, has written to Mr. Orr, his con- 
ducting agent, explaining the situation 
which has arisen over a question as to his 
right to take his seat in the Imperial 
Parliament. Mr. Pringle says :— 

I wish to let you know that a question 
has atisen as to my right to sit in the 
Imperial Parliament owing to my holding at 
the time of my election à small position under 
the Government of Northern d. For 
some years past I have acted as umpire for 
Northern Ireland under the Un — 
Insurance Acts, No salary attached to this 


time sent to me, and I was, prior to my 
election, paid a fee upon each case, such fees 
being paid ont of Northern Ireland fands. 

Since my election I have as umpire, 
but under an arrangement that I would not 
accept any fees for work done by me. I 
have taken the opinion of an eminent member 
of the English Parliamentary Bar as to 
whether under these circumstances my right 
to sit is affected, and his opinion is favour- 
able; but he suggested that as there was 
some ground for doubt in the matter I 
might think it right to place the facts be- 
fore the Speakér of the House. 

I did not receive this opinion until Parlia- 
ment had adjourned, and upon its re- 
assembling I had the facts brought to the 
notice of the Speaker, who, I believe, referred 
the matter to the law officers advice. 

It has just come to my knowledge that the 
matter is likely to be referred to a Select 
Committee of the House. 

I do not wish at present to say anything 
further, except that I await the ultimate de- 
cision with as much confidence as one can 
when a purely technical point is involved.—

Palestine. 


The visit of the Earl of Balfour to 
Palestine was for the purpose of open- 
ing a Jewish University in the neigh- 
bourhood of Jerusalem. “Trouble” of 
various kinds was predicted by gloomy 
persons; but, apart from a few purely 
passive protests by the Arab population, 
no ineidents have marred Lord 
Balfour’s trip, and everything has gone 
smoothly, according to plan. Nevertheless, 
the visit has given widespread offence to 
Arab feeling, and the whole problem of 
the Jews in Palestine will not soon cease 
to perplex international statesmanship. 
When the famous Balfour Declaration 
was made in 1918 it had a ‘remarkable 
effect on Jewry throughout the world. 
The Jews of every capital, from Warsaw 
to Madrid and from Chicago to Buenos 
Aires, became agog with excitement at 
the. thought of a triumphant return to 
their ancient home. Even in Germany 
the British plan fired the imagination of 
the Jewish population, and when the 
Armistice was signed the Hebrew race 
throughout the globe looked to His 
Majesty's Government for the fulfilment 
of its solemn promise. For a time the 
whole Christian world shared the enthu- 
siasm of the Jews for this fine idea. Its 
romantic aspect appealed to everybody ; 
but, unfortunately, the Zionists had ignored 
certain vital facts. When the Emir Feisal, 
son of the King of the Hedjaz, came to 
Paris in 1919 to claim the reunion of the 
Arab peoples in one great Middle Eastern 
State, he protested strongly against the 
‘grant of Palestine to the Jews, on the 
ground that the Holy Land was Arab 
territory, and that its historic soil was as 
sacred to the Moslem as to the Christian 
world. In those days nobody paid much 
attention to the Emir’s warnings, with 
the result that the Zionist experiment was 
an accomplished fact before European 
statesmanship had been able to consider its 
full significance from the political point 
of view. 

The population of Palestine is composed 
almost entirely of Arabs, whose hatred of 
the Jews is so intense that the British 
Government has been obliged to furnish a 
strong force of gensdarmes to police the 
country and to protect the Zionists. 
The feeling of the Arabs is not un- 
natural. A large body of Jews has 
been imported into the country—and it 
may be mentioned incidentally that 
they are not the best class of Jews by any 
means. Under the protection of British 
military power a colony has been created, 
and the Jews, with their proverbial 
instinct for commerce, already have gained 
a strong grip on Palestine’s economy. The 
British authorities at first were of the 
opinion that the Arabs could be persuaded 
to co-operate with the Jews in the adminis- 


| tration of the country, but as soon as they 


attempted to establish joint councils the 
Arabs declared a boycott and the experi- 
ment was abandoned. The position at 
present is that the Zionist colony is 
resented fiercely by the natives, and that 
Lord Balfour's visit has increased their 
resentment, since it has seemed to give the 
support of Great Britain to the Jews as 


faced. From the very outset the British 


Government has declared that it had no 


intention of setting up a Jewish State in 
Palestine, that the provision of a 
“national home involved, no political 
supremacy, and that under the British

Housing Problems. | 
Yesterday the Housing Bill passed in 
its final stages through the Senate of the 
Irish Free State. President Cosgrave told 
the Senators that the principal aims of 
the measure were to promote the activities 
of the local authorities in housing and to 


the | encourage speculative building. Especially 


was it hoped that a greater amount of 
house-building would be undertaken in 
the urban areas, and the peculiar pro- 
visions of this year’s Bill had been framed 
to .remedy the defects of last year's 
Act in that respect. The phrase 
“ speculative building is somewhat 
misleading. We do not talk of 
speculative grocers or speculative tailors ; 
but builders who offer the public 
houses are not more speculative than 
persons who offer the public the not 
less necessary commodities of food and 
clothing. With the growing recovery of 
public confidence and national credit we 
look to see houses built for the people 
as readily as clothes are made, and we 
do not doubt that builders and societies 
who take advantage of the Government 's 
measure will reap a satisfactory reward. 
The housing of the people is by far the 
biggest issue before the country. The. 
immediate prosperity and the lasting 
physical and moral health of the race 
depend upon the speedy reduction of the 
present indecent. congestion. Yet delibera- 
tion is necessary in the steps taken by 
Government and people, and Mr. Cosgrave 
rightly observed yesterday that the present 
measure must be regarded as largely ex- 
perimental. The material and method to 
be employed in building, the sites to be 
chosen, and the “ town-planning ” which 
must govern all schemes—these are issues 
that require the most cautious investiga- 
tion. The few thousand houses to be 
built during 1925 will relieve, but they 
will not solve the shortage. Their erec- 
tion, however, will guide the nation in 
carrying out the greater work that will 
remain. 

The new means of building houses have 
revolutionised the housing problem. Some 
two hundred methods have been put 
forward as substitutes for the familiar 
building by .brick. Experiments have 
been made with many materials—concrete, 
chalk, timber and steel. The much dis- 
cussed steel house contrived by Lord 
Weir—resembling an iron ship in the 
method of its construction—has not met 
with much favour, partly because the 
smooth steel roof and slender walls have 
an unhomely appearance. A modification of 
the plan, however, in which a steel frame- 
work is supplemented by concrete, has 
met with much success and may prove the 
way to the cheap and rapid erection of 
standardised small dwellings. The last 
development of factory methods is not yet 
in sight. One inventor has contrived 
moulds in which the several sides of houses 
are cast in two parts. Moulds are to be 
laid down at the scene of the building 
operations, and the walls cast within a 
few yards of the place at which they will 
be erected, and every house will consist of 
but a dozen pieces. The modern house, in 
whichever of the new methods it is con- 
structed, is capable of yielding both 
comfort and beauty. The best brains of 
the architectural craft are busy designing 
habitations which shal] recover something 
of the charm of the “folk architecture 
of old times. It is coming to be realised 
that where a house is built is just as 
important as how and of what it is built. 
Motor traffic has so sadly choked 
our narrow city roads, while it has 
brought the country in easy reach of 
town, that the dwellings of the people 
may be, and should be, diffused over a 
larger area. The building of fresh suburbs 
on the fringe of the old ought to 
be discouraged. The aim of a national 
housing policy should be to give city 
workers homes in satellite villages 
healthily set amid the green country. 


Chaos in China. 


In an important article yesterday the 
Peking Correspondent of The Times gave 
a truly dismal account of the state of 
China, Conditions of chaos prevail every- 
where throughout that vast country, which 
is entirely in the hands of the militarista. 
The military commanders control the 
Central Government, dominate the civil 
administration and divert the public 
revenues to their private ends. They 
ignore the country’s debts and treaty 
obligations to foreign Powers, and have 
taken virtual possession of the railways. 
The cultivation of opium is forbidden by 
law, but actually it is being grown on a 
huge scale and many of the armies are 
maintained out of the profits of this illegal 
traffic. The Parliament is wholly dis- 
credited and its votes are notoriously for 
sale. Education is at the lowest ebb, and

The 
Intoxicating Liquor Act decreed uniformity 
in the matter, and by the new order this 
uniformity will be enforced on the first 
day of next October. From that date ale, 
beer, porter and stout must be sold in 
bottles of three sizes—quarter-pint, half- 
pint and pint. The regulations treat the 
national worship of Bacchus with the 
meticulous ca. which is due to that 
solemn and costly cult. They seem to 
agree with old Omar that nothing which 
the vintners buy can be one-half so 
precious as the stuff they sell. After the 
1st October the purchaser of a quarter- 
pint bottle of stout must receive not less 
than 49/200ths or more than 53/200ths of 
the full measure of a standard pint ; and 
the contents of the larger sizes are fixed 
with equal minuteness. What Govern- 
ment, however paternal, would take the 
trouble to be so precise about the sale of 
milk? We suppose that the new order 
will cause a furious, if temporary, activity 
in the bottle-making trade, and we hope 
that the Irish industry will reap most of 
the benefit.

Work was started vesterday on the founda- 
tions for 100 Braithwaite steel houses, to be 
erected by the Bolton Corporation at Union 
road, Tonge Moor, Bolton. The houses are 
of the non- parlour, two-storeys type, and will

The Braithwaite steel house method of con- 
struction consists of steel plates forming the 
outer walls and, in the case of two or more 
houses in a block, the main partition wall 
dividing each house. The inner walls are of 
thick asbestos or similer lining sheets secured 
to framework. The windows are steel case- 
ments in wood frames. Chimney breasts are 
of steel construction, similar to main walls, 
with flues and chimney heads of cast iron. 
The roof is of steel plates similar to outer 


walls,
